P.irsoiis, n.Si'., .M.A., 
of .\IcGiil lust eveninp delivered an In- 
terestlnp lecture oti "The Human Ma- 
chine" before a Inrpe audience at the 
.Mechanics Institute. 

The Mpe.i|<or ile.-iU with the iil.s<-iiv- 
erlei" r^parding tlic eiicipy in Ihe hu- 
nmii body which were first made to- 
wards Uie end of the ciphtcenth u«n- 
tury and which were practically per- 
fccted at the beRliininp of the pre- 
sent century. 

There w«« preiit scientific ilevelop- 
inent In the last few years of the 
uii{hleeiith century when the names of 
the famous Italian scientists, Galv;inl 
and Vollii, the discoverer of the stor- 
ape battery, the French chemist I.e- 
voisler. iiiul the Enpliahmun Priestly, 
came into [irotninenee.

Broalccasting Equipment of 
CKAC Seen by Students 



Tile ^ operation of hook-ups with 
other stations by remote control am- 
plification wafl explained by Mr, I,. 
Spencer, the" engineer In charge, when 
the .McOlll nadio Association yester- 
day afternoon paid a visit to I.,n 
Presse broiidcastinff .station CKAC. 
After in.specting the studio and the 
transmitter the Àstoclatlon visited 
the presses and saw the production 
of tho nowspiipor from start to finish. 

Mr. A. Dupont, in charge of the sta- 
tion, received the, members and .show- 
ed iheni the studio, with Its mov.able 
curtains round the walls. These 
curtains are used to greater or . less 
extent as the music ' transmitted Is 
heavy or . weak. Mr. Spencer traced 
the course of the electrical Impulses 
from the microphone, through the am- 
plifier to the trananiltler. The aerial 
output of the station, he explained, 
was about 3000 watts, and the voltage 
on the plates of the transnilttinp 
valves, 18,000 volts. He then explain- 
ed the method of "tying- in" with dis- 
tant stations. AVhon the Atwator 
Kent hour was given they iiaU .Vmp-li- 
flers at Kingston and Toronto, con- 
trolled from the Montreal station by 
telegraph.

All the machines under eonslruclion 
were nt the liipiane Pii."hcr Type, and 
were powered with one, or for the lar- 
ger iiiii.'iiiiic:;, witli tv,-o. Ariii.str^vng- 
Sidley air cooled ciipinoa, of tho seven 
cylinder • rotary type, develoi-inp 190 
H.P. The small three sealer Boat Sea 
Planes, .h .-ipiicil fur l"f,re«; I'ire Phi- 
rol work and fur I'holopra phie Sur- 
veying, are fitted with floats only a»id 
can only be imed In the summer and 
early, autumn ^whcn . there Is no ice on 
the small lakes where they land. The 
larpe five seoter and seven sealer 
pianos for penerul use cnn lie e<|iii|)- 
ped Willi skis for iaiidliig on the snow- 
In winter or with wlicels for landinp 
on a field in summer, as well as with 
floats. These machines arc not only 
being mamifuctured in Canada, bin 
were also desipned here by Mr. Reld 
and his staff. 

The body of tlie sea pl.ines ïf com- 
posed of a framework rsi laminated 
bent Jiprucc ribs and stringers, and is 
planked with white cedar and cover- 
ed with cloth set in marine giuo. The 
main sirinper, or keel, I» hollowed out 
into an 1-heam section liy inoaiis of 
il double spindle shaper, in order to 
make It as light as possible and still 
retain the requisite stiffness. The 
floats are dlaponal planked with two 
thicknesses of mahopany held to- 
gether with copper rivets, ami I.e. 
twcen the two layers of mahogany i? 
a layer of cloth set in marine glue. 
The bottoms of the main floats arc 
stepped, so as to break the suction of 
the water as the sea plane rises into 
the air. 

The framework of the wings is of 
spruce, anil the covering Is of linen 
fabric stretched over this framework 
and sewn to It. . The vorlotis pieces 
of wood that form the framework of 
a wing arc ripped out of aolocted 
spruce liitnber, dressed lo the requir- 
ed thickness and width, and cut to 
length .and the ends correctly beveled. 
These various pieces are assembled in 
il frame or "Jlp" and glued together. 
Strips of (doth slightly wider than the 
wooden strips arc then plued on the 
outside surfaces of the wooden ri iime 
members, so that there will Ije no 
sharp edges tliat might nut the linen 
covering fabric, and the metal winp 
fittings aro added. Most of tho metal 
parts of the planes are of Diiraluiiii- 
num, a hard toupli aiiiminuni .alloy 
that is very light and can he flanged 
and worked without breaking If caru- 
fuUy and repeatedly annealed. Mild 
steel tubes with welded Joints are 
used for strut membei-s, and steel

Vrêsl^êlu "Lb-wcU's statement of Harvard's alhlofic policy epitomizes tho 
case against Intercollegiate pportf. and particularly tontball. .is they are now 
organized, and clearly explains for the first time, how tho administration 
proposes to meet the situation. 

As he snyn, 'At present the intercollegiate .iports roscmbic le.-»."! those of 
fifty years ago', than they do the world ."jcrie.-i of tlio professional baseball 
leagues to tlie ftamcs In the eoHscuni at' Homo, or the races In Constanti- 
nople, wliich brought ,JuslInlan Into conflict with the populace', but 'the 
t'rue-ond lies in promoting pliy^l'îlal development and well being through- 
out the student body'. This i.-^ .'m enlightened and Htraightforu-nrd recog- 
nition of the distorted values which have been placed on collegiate .ith- 
Iclics. It gives .assurance of corrective measures at Harvard and hope 
that they win bo applied generally in tho college.-? and universities of the 
U. S. ILS the movement spreads. 

The president notes two measure;<, one noi?ltlve and one negative, which 
have been taken by the administration.
